REPORT ON THE SPIRITUAL CONDITION OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


The committee on the Spiritual Condition of the churches report that the 
letters indicate that the present year has been one of spiritual declension.—- 
Only 192 baptisms are reported, fewer by 221 than those of last year. Last 
year 25 Sabbath schools were reported ; this year 20 schools are reported ; 
five less than those of last year. Only one third of the churches manifest any 
interest in the Sabbath school work. Five of the 60 churches have sent up 
about $15 for Foreign Missions. Fifty-five churches have ignored the For- 
eign Missionary enterprise in their letters. The greater part of the churches 
have preaching but once a month, and no prayer meetings. 

. Brethren, these are humiliating statements, since they show that many of 
our churches are sinfully slumbering in this day of golden opportunities and 
tremendous responsibilities. Let us pray God to awaken them and bring 
them to repentance.

The Trustees of Warsaw High School beg leave to report, that in Decem- 
ber last they held a meeting of the Board at the Seminary to take into consid- 
eration the preservation of the property, and the general interests of the 
school. Ad after due consultation we agree to lease the house and grounds 
to the present Principal of the school, Bro. Royal, for the term of five years 
tor the sum of seventy-five dollars per annum, the rent to be paid annually, 
and the money thus obtained to be expended in repairing and otherwise im- 
proving the property. We refer yon to the report of the Principal of the 
school for information relative .to its present condition, from which you will 
see that at no time since the war has the Institution been in a more healthy 
and prosperous state than at the present.

Articiz 1. This Association shall be denominated and known as the East- 
ern Association. 

Arr. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion oi Christ's 
Kingdom among men ; and the means of accomplishing this shall be in strict 
conformity to the New Testament. 5 

Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of delegates chosen by the 
churches connected with it, each church being entitled to three delegates, who 
shall be members of that church. F 

Arr. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter, certifying thei: 
appointment, and communicating information relative to the state of the 
church, provided, however, that when any church has prepared a letter and 
through inadvertence the letter fails to be presented, her delegates may be 
received without its presentation. 

Arr. 5, The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, Clerk and 
Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen from among its members by ballot, 
by a majority of the members voting, and continue in office until their suc~ 
cessors are elected. 

Arr. 6, It shall be the duty ot the Moderater to enforce an observance of the 
Constitauon, preserve order, appoint committees. decide all questions of or- 
der, give his opinion on any question under discussion after others have, 
spoken, and give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

Arr. 7. It shall be the duty of the clerk to record the proceedings of each. 
annual session, and superintend their printing and distribution among the 
ehurches. t ao 

Arr. 8. Li shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds sent up by 
the churches or collected during the session of this body snd disburse the 
same as ordered by the Association. He shall also make to the Association 
an annual report of the condition of the Treasury. 

Arr. 9. The Association shall appoint an Executive Committee, consisting 
of not less than five or more than seven wembers; which committee shali 
have the superintendence of Associational missions and Colportage. They 
shall have power to disburse all sams paid by the Treasurer of the Association 
for the objects under their charge and during intervals between the meetings 
of this body, to receive and disburse funds for those objects, and to take such 
steps for their advancement as they shall deem advisable, and shall make ar. 
annual report to the Association of their doings. 

Aer. 10. Tae Assoziation shall not maintain fellowship with any of her 
churches which neglect to preserve gospel order. 

Art. 11. The Association may invite visiting and corresponding brethren 
to seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the body except that of 
voting. 

Art. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence on Tues- 
day after the first Lord’s day in October, at such place as may be chosen. 

Agr. 13. By appointment of the Association, there shall be an Introductory 
Sermon of a denominational character, and a Missionary Sermon. 

Agr. 14. Tais Constitation miy ba amanded at any annual session, by « # 
vote of two-thirds of the members. present. 
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
